HOW JOHN GRAHAM WAS INDICTED. 


Manner in Which the Grand Jury Went to 
Work—Released on Bail. 

Gossip over the result of the brief session 
of Saturday’s grand jury was the topic of 
the hour around the clerks’ and builiffs’ of- 
fices in the criminal! court building yesterday 
morning. That the bail had not stop roll 
ing was the current belief, and anxiety to 
know who wouid fall next was the prevalent 
feeling. The crowd of attendants at\ the 
triais of prisoners was largely supplemented 
by people of Irish nationality, many of them 
friends of the men indicted and a goodly 
sprinkling of loud mouthed denouncers of 
the Cian-na-Gael and its methods. 

Sheriff Mateon ordered a halt dozen of his 
mon to clear tne corridors of all except those 
who could show another reason for their 
presence besides idle curiosity. 

There was considerable excitement in part 
one of the criminal court, presided over by 
Judge Baker, owing to the fact that the reg- 
ular grand jury was to be impaneled, and it 
was expected some instructions would be 


given * the jury relative to the bribery 
h 


@ surmise that something unusual 
was about to take place was apparently veri- 
fiea by Judge Horton leaving his courtroom 
at 10 o’clock a m. and joining Judge Baker 
in room No. 1. The grand jury to be im- 
panelea, however, had no special feature 
about it; it was the regular grand jury ap- 
pointed by the county commissioners, and 
the only thing which apparently gave im- 
portance to it was the remark made by Judge 
Horton tothe special grand jury Saturday 
night that there were other matters still to 
be investigated. 

On the call of the grand jury only nineteen 
of the twenty-three answered to their names, 
and the fact having been announced to the 
court Judge Baker said: “Sixteen make a 
a grand jury, and therefore the absence of 
the other four at this time is not material.“ 

“We prefer in this case, if your honor 
please,” said Mr. Jampolis, to have twenty- 
three men. There is some question as to the 
legality ofa grand jury consisting of less 
than twenty-three men, and [ know the 
state’s attorney is anxious to have the full 
panel today.“ 

“Then vou can issue a special venire for 
four men and take them from the bystand- 
ers.“ 

State’s Attorney Longenecker, who had 
arrived during the interval, said: I under- 
stand, if the court please, that the law pro- 
vides for twenty-three men to constitute a 
grand jury, and that sixteen isa quorum. I 
prefer to have the full panel.” 

“] understand,“ said the judge, “ that one 
of the grand jurors, Mr. Noyes, has just 
come in. It is only necessary therefore to 
issue a special venire for three men. I caa- 
not tell the sheriff what to do, but so long as 


he gets the four men promptly I shall not ask 


where he gets mem.“ 

The special venire was made out and hand- 
ed to the sheriff, and he summoned from 
among the bystanders George N. Davis, E. E. 
Gilbert, and Henry Severin.

INDICTMENTS RETURNED. 

At ten minutes to 2 o’clock the grand jury 
entered Judge Baker's court and handed in 
four indictments—namely: against Alex- 
ander J. Hanks, ex-bailiff; Mark Salamon, 
ex-bailiff; Fred W. Smith, and John Graham. 
Capiases were at once placed in the hands of 
the sheriff. 

The indictment presented by the grand 
jury yesterday morning against John Gra- 
ham, Alexander J. Hanks, Frederick W. 
Smith, Mark L. Salamon, and divers other 
pérsons whose names are to the said jurors 

unknown, contains two counts, one for jury 
bribing and the other for bribery. Itis a 
counterpart of the indictment presented by 
the special grand jury Saturday night against 
the six alleged conspirators, the only change 
being in the names. The names of tne wit- 
nesses on the back of the indictment are 
George Téchappett, Louis Alexander, R. W. 
Nicholson, H. Wolf, Eddie Hoagland, George 
Schlagel, and E1 Brodie. 

GRAHAM GETS BAIL, 

About 8 o’clock p. m. Capt. Schuettler took 
John Graham to the Criminal court builaing 
from the Larrabee street station. He was 
taken into the state attorney’s office. In 
about thirty minutes Sheriff Matson was 
called to the state’s attornev’s office and 
soon after emerged, having Graham in cus- 
tody. As Graham was crossing the hal! 
leading to the entrance to the courtyard sur- 
rounding the jjil proper, Fred Trude, who 
was at the head of the stairs, saw him, 


ealled to him, and immediately ran down tne - 


stairs and had an interview with him. Sub- 
sequently Fred Trude went up to Judge 
Baker’s courtroom and messengers were 
sent for the necessary bondsmen. Judge 
Baker, on the motion of Fred Trude, tixed 
the bail for Graham at $10,000. About 
4o’clock Ald. Billy Whelan entered the Crim- 
inal court building, and together with Mr. 


Trude gave the necessary bond. Ald. Whelan 


scheduled property values at $30,000, ana tes- 
tified that he was worth 350,000 over and 
above all liabilities. Fred Trude scheduled 
property worth $45,000, mortgaged for $15,000. 
In an interview Fred Trude said he knew 
nothing whatever of the charge against 
Graham, had no connection whatever with it, 
and did not know whether or not he would 
defend him, but in the meantime he would 
see that the proper bail was obtained. After 
the bond had been approved by Judge Baker 
the order for the release of Granam was 
made out by the clerk and forwarded to the 
sheriff, and subsequently Graham was re- 
leased. 


FRED SMITH IS A HANDY MAN, 
— Ü— 


Hig Record Would Recommend Him to s 
Certain Claes of Schemers, 
Frederick W. Smith, manufacturers’ agent, 
with deskroom at No. 137 Lake street, ap- 
pears to haye been an excellent selection for 
the röle in which he is under indictment. 
About 38 years old, he has a frank, engaging 
face, plausible manner, and no conscience. . 
In the suit of Boorum & Pease against 
Moses & Newman and others, filed two 
weeks ago in Judge Tuley’s court, he made 
affidavit to the effect that after Charles Kins- 
man’s failure Jan. 4, 1887, he, as Kinsman’s 
confidential cierk, had secretly carried to

Did vou know these goods belonged to 
the creditors!” asked a Trrevyx reporter 
who interviewed him on the subject the day 
the bill was filed.

In investigating this case it was found that 
A. Goodrich, the notorious divorce lawyer 
and private banker, had secured Smitt’s 
affidavit. Among a dozen persons seen yes- 
terday who have had business reiutions with 
Smith, Goodrich was the only one who 
vouched for Smith’s integrity. Ine remain- 
ing eleven could not command strong enough 
language in which to express themselves. 

Nov. 7, 1888,” said Charles Kinsman’s at- 
torney. vroducing a bundle of papers, “a 
warrant for- embezzlement wis sworn out 
against Smith. Nov. 8 extradition papers 
were obtained from Gov. Oglesby, and Joseph 
Carolan was appointed messenger to bear 
them to Gov. Rusk of Wisconsin, Smith be- 
ing then at Oshkosh. Gov. Rusk refused to 
grant the ¢xtradition, and as Smith became 
a witness for us shortly afterwards in some 
litigation growing out of the failure here we 
never pressed the case.“ 

The attorney then exhibited a bill of par- 
ticulars aggregating $13,000. 

Smith was Kinsman’s confidential cierk 
for four years. Before that he worked as a 
traveling salesmanijfor Vergho, Ruhling & Co. 
While on the road he lost two trunks filled 
with costly plushes. Charles Vergho has re- 
cently received an explanation as to where 
the plushes went. 

Smith is a native of New Haven, Conn., 
and was married there to Miss Frank M. 
Merwin, a daughter of N. W. Merwin. His 
own father and mother are dead, but he has 
a stepfatner in New Haven named Reynolds, 
and James Reynolds is the name of one of 
the anti-Cronin members of the Clan-na- 
Gael executive. 

“Are Mr. Smith’s stepfather and James 
Reynolds the same?” was asked of Mrs. 
Smith at their flat, No. 363 La Salle avenue, 
yesterday afternoon. 

“I don't care to say anything on that 
point.“ she answered. 

Mrs. Smith also declined to talk on any 
other points in her husband’s history or re- 
garding his associates. 

Apart from the confession which Smith has 


made to State’s Attorney Longenecker, and 


which has resulted in Graham's indictment, 
his present relations to the parties in the 
complicated Kinsman litigation may furnish 
clews. Kinsman’s creditors are suing A. 
Goodrich for over $40,000. Smith having de- 
serted Kinsman has become a witness for 
Goodrich. Goodrich himself was subpo- 


naed to appear before the grand jury yester- | 


Cay. He denied afterwards that he knew 
anything about the attempted bribery, but 
he spoke in the highest terms of Smith. 


CROWDS TU SEE THE SUSPECTS, 


Judge McConnell’s Courtroom Packed— 
C. L. Bonney Appointed Special Balis. 
Public interest in the trial of the five 

Cronin suspects was evidently renewed with 
a vengeance by the diseiosures brought. to 
hght since Fri noon. Although the morn- 
ing session before Judge McConnell was only 
for the purpose of announcing the appoint- 
ment of a special bailiff, every seat was 
taken before the five men on trial were mar- 
shaled into the courtroom. Curiosity to 
note the effect of the explosion on the men 
whom the jury flxers sought to befriend 
made the entry of the prisoners into court an 
event of unusual interest. 

Ex-Senior Guardian John F. Beggs led the 
procession and seemed the least concerned 
ot the five suspects. The moment he reached 
the doorway leading into the courtroom he 
glanced around the densely packed room and 
smiled at the unusually large audience that 
faced him. 

Dan Coughlin, separated from his late 
senior guardian by the stalwart form of 
Bailiff Mosher, appeared far more nervous 
than at any other time during the trial. He 
did not look uround him until he had taken 
his seat, and when he looked around then 
his hollow cheeks and furtive looks showed 
the effects of the intense strain on his mind. 

O’Sullivan and Burke tried hard to put a 
bold face on the situation, but neither could 
hide bis terror and they soon settled down to 
an earnest consultation with their lawyers. 
Little Kunze, who brought up the rear, was 
the most pitiabie object of them ail. Every 
bit. of color had left his cheeks and he looked 
as if he had seen a ghost. 

Of the lawyers for the state only Mr. Ing- 
ham was in court when Judge McConnell 
took his seat on the bench. 

THE SPECIAL BAILIFF APPOINTED. 

„The only business I propose to transact 
this morning,“ said Judge McConnell, ‘is 
the. appointment of a special bailiff in the 
place of Mr. Carolan, who was forced to re- 
sign, his health not being such as to permit 
him to continue the service. In the place of 
Mr. Varolan I have appointed Charles L. Bon- 
ney as special bailiff to summon the venire- 
men in this case. This court is now ad- 
journed uatil 1 o’clock this afternoon.”’ 

The new special bailiff, Charles L. Bonney, 
is a member of the real estate firm of Boaney 
Bros.. No. 511 Tacoma ouilding. Mr, Bonney 
lives at No. 1127 Lawndale avenue, is a Prot- 
estant, and 32 years of age. He was born in 
Peoria, III., and has been in Chicago twenty- 
nine years. His father and mother were 
both born in New York, and his ancestors 
for 200 years have been Americans. Mr. 
Bonney is an intelligent, frank, honest look- 
ing man, and seems in every way eminently 
satisfactory. He has never taken any active 
part in politics, and his appointment is re- 
ceived with satisfaction by both the prose- 
cution and the defense. 

MR. INGHAM “PLAYS A LONE HAND.” 

There was three-quarters of an hour’s de- 
lay in the opening of court in the afternoon. 
The state’s attorney and his corps of assist- 
ants were busy in pursuing the investiga- 
tions ot jury bribing and bringing the evi 
dence before the grand jury. Attorney Ing- 
ham, for the state, asked for an adjournment 
of court until 10 o’clock this morning. The 
court, however, did not deem further ad- 
journment warranted, and the examination 
of jurors opened with Mr. Ingham alone rep- 
resenting the state. 

Mr. Forrest of the defense chalienged for 
cause Veniremen Briggs and Sloan, who had 
been examined last week. One was over 60 
years of age and the other had conscientious 
scruples against capital punishment, and the 
challenge was sustained. William H. Bond 
of No. 148 State street, examined by Mr. 
Forrest, said he was a salesman for the 
Boynton Furnace company of Nos. 47 and 49 
Dearborn street, and had been in Illinois 
over a year. He was born in Canada West 
of Irish-English parents, and came to Illinois 
from New York. 

Louis Wirth of Austin and Harry S. Clough 
were both briefly examined. Pending their 
interrogation a conference took place be- 
tween the court and Messrs. Foster and 
Ingham of the defense and prosecution re- 
spectively. There was obvious opposition to 
Messrs. Bond, Wirth, and Clough—not be- 


cause of any kuown objection to the gentle- 


men personally, but because they were of 
the ol venire summoned last week, concern- 


ing several members of whom the sedated 
ments of attempted jurybribing were made. 
By secret agreement of voth sides Mr. For- 
rest preforred a challenge for cause against 
Messrs. Bond, Wirth, and Ciough, the only 
remaining members of lust week’s venire. 
The cause was not stated, as Mr. Ingbam 
at once consented and the gentlemen were 
excused. 3 

Several members of the remaining venire 
were now sworn. Mr. Harlow N. Higin- 
botham, of the firm of Marshall Field & Co., 
residing at No. 3815 Michigan avenue, was 


examined by Mr. Forrest. ‘He stated that he 


was born in Joliet, III., of American parents, 
and was a member of the Universalist 
church but of no secret society. He had read 
a great deal about the pending case end 
formed an opinion as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused. Mr. Higinbotham 
stated that he had conscientious scruples 
against capital punishment on circumstantial 
evidence, and was. of course, at once tempo- 
rarily passed by the defense. 


James L. Gregorie of No. 1078 Lawndale

~ WANTED MR. LONGENECKER PRESENT. 

„H the court please,” said Mr. Ingham, 
“it is impossible for the state’s attorney to 
be here this afternoon.” 

“Why didn’t you say that before we be- 
gan!“ inquired Mr. Foster. 

Because there was no necessity of it,“ 
said Mr. Ingham, but now the state is called 
upon to examine jurors. While the state is 
passing upon them the state’s attorney 
ought to be here.“ 

Jam inclined to believe,” said the court, 
‘from what the state’s attorney said to me, 
that I could not require Mr. Longenecker to 
be present here this afternoon, I refased to 
concur in the adjournment that was proposed 
at the opening of the session, believing that 
a large portion of the afternoon would be 
taken up in the examination of men by the 
defense.. You have, however, examined and 
tendered a panel of four to the state. Three 
of the 3e have been excused for cause, and it 
is now the Auty of the state to complete this 
panel.

The most striking eircumstance 
that seemed to connect him closely with the 
jury bribers was the report that it was he 
who summoned Joseph Konen, the indicted 
west side fruit merchant, and that the same 
day he summoned a nephew of Thomas Kav- 
anaugh. Carolan did summon Konen, but he 
gives an explanation of the circumstances 
under which he served the summons, 
and the Kavanagh whom he sum- 
moned disciaims relationship with the 
famous Clau-na-Gael man and jury 
briber. John E. Kavanagh, who was sum- 
moned as a venireman, isa clerk at No. 125 
Kinzie street, and claims that he never heard 
of Tom Kavanaugh until he read his name in 
the newspapers last Saturday. He pointed to 
the fact that their names are spelled differ- 
ently, Tom Kavanaugh’s name having a 1. os 
the last syllable, while his has not. 

Concerning Konen Carolan says: 

“I came into the city from my home in 
Austin on the early train. [had eighteen 
veniremen to get that morning. Two lI got 
on the train, and leaving the train at West- 
ern avenue I summoned L. H. Hardy, a hard- 
ware merchant. I then drove out Ogden 
avenue, selecting the most intelligent men I 
could find; taking puins not to — any but 
nativeborn Americans. At No, 

G. Parr, T. E. Telfer at 175, Thomas Miller 
and H. F. Williams at 163, and turning into 
Madison street 1 summoned G. H. Dayton at 
No. 497, L. H. Clark at 340, and Joseph Konen 
at 248. Two doors from Konen’s place are 
Alexander and Wolf, whose names figure on 
the indictments as witnesses, and while it is 
fortunate for me it is.certainly not at all re- 
markable I did not also summon one or both. 
of them. Other persons whom I summoned 
on my way to the courthouse were C. A. 

Woadtuff at No. 15 North Green street and F. 

I. Johnson at No. 232 Lake street. I prob- 
ably went into twenty other places long the 

route, but failed to find suitable iremen, 

Atsome of the places I found men who bad 

served on juries within a year, and I even at- 

tempted to summon one who was a member 
of the grand jury that indicted the supposed 
assassins of Cronin. | 

„Now as regards the work I have done on 
this case I have done nothing that was not 
strictly within the line of honorabie duty. 
Judge McConnell will verify my statement 
that it was with great reluctance and only 
after persistent urging that I worked upon 
the case at all. In the inception of the case 
I selected the bailiffs. When tbe attorneys 
for the defense objected to the bailiffs and 
the case was taken out of the hands of the 
sheriff Judge McConnell asked me to take 
entire charge of it, I dectined because of 
poor health. In fact I have been so ill that I 
made arrangements last week to go into a 
hospital today. Then the judge told me he 
would ‘appoint Galloway, but Galloway de- 
clined and I was compelled to do the work 


until last Friday, when I completely broke 


down. Now, as I have already said, lam 
sure that I have done nothing wrong or any- 
thing that should make my friends suspect 
me. Judge McConnell and Judge Longe- 
necker, Iam certain, have implicit faith in 
my integrity.” 

“I donot think there is a shadow of sus- 


picion against Mr. Carolan,” said Judge Me- 


Connell. He took tne job as special bailiff 
almost under protest, and repeatedly asked 
me to let him off. Prior to going out for the 
venire in which these men who were on the 
‘fixed’ list were summoned he asked me in 
the presence of one or two of the reporters if 
I couldn’t find a substitute, as he was physic- 
ally unable to goout without great incon- 
venience.” 

“Carolan is one ot the best men in the 
office,”’ said Sheriff Matson, and I cannot 
conceive how anybody who knew nim could 
suppose him capable of doing crooked work. 
J have the fullest confidence in him.”

A bold thief entered the First National 
bank at 2:30 yesterday afternon, snatched 
a package of money from a customer, and 
ran out on the street. 

The bank’s customer was Dr. H. A. Jobn- 


gon, the wellknown 
physician living at No. 


4 Sixteenth street. 
He was standing at 
a counter immediately 
at the left of the main 
entrance on Dearboro 
street, making out a 
certificate of deposit 
for $255 in bank notes. 
The money lay in a 
flat pile on the coun- 
ter and was held 
down by the doctor’s 
left elbow as he filled 
out the certiticate. 
While he was so engaged a man dressed in a 
dark sack suit and a black derby hat came i 
the main door, reached around a lig 
wooden partituon at the end of the counter, 
grabbed the cash, and dashed through the 
entrance, down the steps, and out on Dear- 


born street. 
THE PURSUIT. 

Dr. Johnson is an elderly man, but he made 
what haste he could in pursuit of the thief, 
and the hundred or more persons doing busi- 
ness in the bank at the time joined in the 
chase without much avail, as they at! tried 


to go through the doorway at once and 


formed a jam, from which few emerged in 
time to get a glimpse of the fugitive. J. T. 
Leonard, a salesman for A. S. Barnes & Co., 
came out dfacigar store in the basement 
just as the thief ran down the steps. The 
doctor, greatly excited, was not fur behind. 
He shouted to Leonard: 

“ Stop that man!“ 

By this time “that man” was half way 
across the street making rapid and diagonal 
progress toward Theater court, an ailey be- 
tween Madison and Monroe streets. Leonard 
gave chase and followed the thief through 
Theater court to the alley running north and 
south between Dearborn and State streets, 
through the latter to tne rear of the unfin- 
ished Stock Exchange building, and through 
the building back to Dearborn street. Here 
the fugitive turned again and ran down Dear- 
born street at the top of his speed, followed 
now by a big crowd and the ominous cry of 
Stop thier?” 

_ HE CAPTURE. 

Fate stood on tne coruer of Monroe and 
Dearborn streets in the person of E. J. Bor- 
man, a commercial traveler from Indianap- 
olis. Borman saw the 
man run past him and 
heard the shouts of 
his. pursuers. He did 
not know what the 
man had done, but he 
took a hand in the 
chase, and ‘had the ad- 
vantage of a consid- 
erable start over the 
main body of the hue 
and cry, besides being 
fresh in wind. Find- 
ing himself hard 
pressed the thief 
turned quickly into the E. J, BORMAN. 
grocery department of E. J. Lebmann’s Fair, 
where he rushed behind the counter, took off 
his hat, and began to fumble over the goods 
as though he were a cierk. 


The expedient was clever, but it had been 


witnessed by the lynxeyed, fleetfooted trav- 
eling man, who also went behind the coun- 
ter, clapped the thief on tne shouider, and 
said, “I want you.” 

The former was out of breath with his long 
run and trembling violently. He made ao 


resistance, but submitted quietly to be led 


out of the door by Mr. Borman, where they 
were met by Officer Deagan, one of the 
bank’s private policemen, and the crowd of 
pursuers, including Mr, Leonard, who had 


followed manfully, but was unfortunately | 


delayed through being mistaken at one point 
of the chase for the man he was after. 
THE PRISONER. 

Tne prisoner was taken in charge by Of- 
ficer Deagan and escorted back to the bank 
by a crowd of several hundrea people. He 
was searched in the main corridor and the 
stolen money found in his pocket. Then he 
was tanken back into the directors’ room 
where he was closely questioned by the bank 
officials and balf a dozen city policemen who 
by this time had reached the bank. 

The prisoner was extremely reticent in re- 
gard to himself. He made no effort to deny 
his guilt, saying he was in sore need of money 
to buy food for his wife and baby who were 


starving at home. In the hope of arousing 


the sympathy of the man he stole the money 
from he wrote his name and address ona 
card, placed the card in an envelope, and 
handed them to Dr. Jonnson, that he might 
investigate the condition of his family. His 
address was given on the understand ing that 
the doctor would not reveal it. After he had 
recovered his breath the prisoner’s manner 
was remarkably cool and collected for a 
novice in criute, - : 

At the end of the fruitless examination he 
was removed to the central station in a patrol 


wagon. 
HIS IDENTITY CNKNOWN. 

He was no more communicative to the de- 
tectives than he had been to the bank of- 
ficials, and simply said he did not wish his 
identity tobe known., He refused to give 
any name to the desk sergeant. The only 
articles found on him were a gold chain, a 
pearl handied knife, and a flat key.

The excite- 
ment and indignation in Concord over the 
outrage are great, and it will probably go se- 
vere with the scoundrels if they are caught.

Theories are numerous. The most com- 
monly received ones are that the vandais 
wished to secure the body for a ransom or 
the rich trimmings which are about the cas- 
ket. Another theory is that some of the 
young toughs arbund the town desired to 
create a sensation and took such means of 
doing it, intending to go no further than was 
done. Still another theory 1s mat the ras- 
cais were actuatea bya spirit of revenge 
toward Mr. Edward M. Emerson on account 
of his activity on the board of health, and 
also in attempting to ferret out some of the 
numerous cases of housebreaking that have 
occurred in Concord during the last year or 
two. Mr. Emerson has also bad occasion to 
discharge some help. 

John S. Keyes, judge of the district court 
at Concord, while visiting the cemetery Sat- 
urday afternoon noticed four strangers, 
rather rough looking characters, who were 
apparently inspecting the graves of Emer- 
son, wthorne, and other distinguished 
people interred there. It struck him as 
rather strange that men of their stamp 
should be interested in looking at the graves 
of such men, and that it might be well to 
have them watched. These men, however, 
are said to have left town in the late after- 
noon and no other suspicious characters ar- 
rived on the trains. The town of Concord 
voted tonight to offer a reward of $500 for 
the detection of the miscreants who dese- 
crated the grave of Emerson.

i and old New Yorkers have 
groped in blackness and rain that 
was almost impenetrable. Never before 
since the introduction of gas has the great 
metropolis been so enshrouded. The twe 
largest electric light compauies shut off the 
currents of electricity on the . principal thor- 
oughfares. iTey wanted to arouse public 
sentiment against darkness with the hope 
that Mayor Grant might be forced to aban- 
don the fight against chem. The action 
of the United States Illuminating company 
and the Brush Electric Light company 
giaddened the. hearts of the _ thieves, 
but frightened the timid. To add to 
the dreary blackness the drizzling rain 
veiled the few gaslignts which gleamed from 
stores and the wiadows of dwellings. The 
grimy sidewalks reflected not a glare. Above 
a solid mass of clouds shut out the stars. 
Broadway in all its length seemed like a 
black emptiness, fraught with hidden dan- 
gers to the pedestrian and teeming with 
frightening shadows. But, as it was in the 
early shadows of night, the darkness 
was. deepened a thousand fold after 
12. o’clock.- Men who had to be out 
whistlea to keep up their courage. From 
Fourteenth street down to the battery walk 
not an electric light gleamed on Broadway, 
and oniy at long intervals was there a street 
gasiamp burning. Tae only beacons for the 
waytarer was the dim giow from the oil 
lampsin the passing steetcars. The great 
artery of the big city was almost lifeiess. 
Peopie who did not have to be out remained 
at home. New York for once was pulseiess 


after nightfall. 
Friends passed within two feet of each 


other without recognition, though they 


stared their hardest. They were not anxious 
to get too close together, though, as no one 
knew whom he might meet. The timid who 
were unfortunate enough to be caught out 
hurried along the pavements, looking askant 
at each passerby with their hearts in their 
mouths and their hands in their pockets. 
A PICNIC FOR FOOTPADS, 

Puddles of water were everywhere, and 
— estriaus splashed through them regard- 
ess of probable colds and pneumonia. They 
did not care how much water they ran into 
if they could only escape contact with a gar- 
roter or footpad. Nearly every man one met 
seemed to be impressed with the idea that 
he was liabie to fall in with a pocketbook 
hunting individual, and one man whom 
a reporter accosted in Fulton street 
jumped six feet into the middle of the street, 
bellowing out Police simply because he 
made acheerful remark about the proba- 
bility of somebody being murdered. 

The Brush company furnished the follow- 
ing list of streets which it had left in dark- 
ness: Broad way and Seventh avenue, from 
Fourteenth to Fifty-ninth streets; Four- 
teenth, Twenty-third, Thirty-fourth, and 
Forty-third streets, from river to river;

The United States company lights an 
equally important district. In places here 
and there lights ou what are known as

the gloom. edestrians shunned the 
dark places and took to the streetcars 
when compelled to go through them. the 
rain added to the neral discomfort, and a 
282 wind pierced the marrow of the way- 
arer. NO ser | 

City hall park wore an unwonted — 
ance. The outlines of the great buildings 
located there were barely distinguishabie in 
the gloom, and the clock on the city 
hall seemed like a great disc of 
light with no apparent support. 
On the Bowery, where almost every 
storekeeper has an electric lignt burning all 
night, the scéne ‘was doubly dismal by con- 
trast, the halfiozen lights furnished by 
the t River company, whose wires are 
new and have improved insulation, do- 
ing little te relieve the somber effect. 
The. concert halls, whose brilliant illu- 
mination has beep a leading attraction, 
suffered considerably, their gas plants hav- 
ing deteriorated through disuse. One big 
store had one solitary candle in the win- 
dow with a card bearing this legend: 
„There's no electric light, but we still 
Uve.“ On Third avenue, up to Eighty- 
ninth street, where the Mount Morris 
company’s lamps begin, tne effect was even 
more pronounced, the elevated structure 
contributing to the funereal aspect. Insome 
stores oil lamps, candies, and even Chinese 
lanterns were called into play. 


AT THE MERCY OF THE TOUGHBS. 

On some streets where electricity has been 
introduced chiefly because of 11s efficiency as 
a moral agent the pedestrian was at 
the merey of the Fourth ward tough. 
The Brooktyn dridge has its own electric 
plant, and the lighting of the structure was 
not interfered with. Battery park was as 
dreary a place as one could imagine, and only 
those who had business ventured to brave 
the dark park with the forbidding waste of 
waters beyond it. 

The Brush and United States companies, 
whose wires are believed to have caused 
most of the deaths which have recently oc- 
curred in this city from electric shocks, de- 
cided to shut off the currents because, as 
their officers allege, the department of pub- 
lic works was removing the wires of the 
other companies and they did not pro- 
poseto run anyriskof accidents. The ac- 
tion of the board of electrical control in 
ordering all improperly insulated wires to 
be cut had frightened these two corporations, 


and although they had procured 9 , 


restraining the mayor and the public works 
commissioners from interfering with their 
lines they conciuded the safest policy would 
be to make accidents on their iines impossible 
by a complete stop page of their plants. Be- 
sides it was raining today, and alway during 
a rain storm there are broken electric light 
wires which cause fires and sometimes kill 
persons. | 

The applications of the Western Union 
company and the Metropolitan Telephone 
company to nave their injunctions renewed 
restraining the board of electrial control 
from interfering with their wires were de- 
nied by Judge 1 today. Judge An- 
drews had determined to sit untii midnigh 
if necessary to hear arguments upon thet 
other electric light companies’ injunctions, 
but counsel for the United States and Brush 
companies stated that his clients had turned 
off their currents and proposed to keep them 
shut off until the matter before tne court was 
disposed of. The case was adjourned till to- 
morrow. 

It has now been decided that all electric 
light wires above ground mustgo. Under 
the laws of the state no injunctions can be 
served on the board of health unless eight 
days’ notice has been given, and should the 
courts make the injunctions against the 
mayor permanent the boardof health will 
take the matter in hand, and before eight 
days have passed not a wire will be left above 
ground,

FOUND DEAD IN A BOWERY HOr ETL. 


George Maris of Baltimore Ends His Wild 
Career with Chloroform,

RATES THAT FAVOR THE STANDARD. 


Independent Refinerfes of Cleveland Say — 


the Road Discriminate Against Them. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 14.—[Special. /—Rep- 
resentatives of the independent oil refining 
companies of this city are emphatic in declar- 
ing that the Standard trust has commenced 
a fight against them through the railroads. 
A dispatch from Lima yesterday stated that 
Oct. 9 Chairman George R. Blanchard of the 
Central Traffic association issued a circular 
giving notice of an advance in oil rates, 
which would make them, on and after Oct. 
21, just double what they are now. The 
railroads were said to haye taken this 
action at the instance of the Standard 
in its efforts to drive independent con- 
cerns out of the business, Oct. 3 the 
freight committee of the railways baving 
offices in this city met and adjusted oil rates 
to Chicago, East St. Lonis, and other junc- 
tion points in Illinois, being compelled to do 
so from the fact that the lines running west 
from the cities named refused to prorate 
with the eastern lines. Previous to that time 
the refining companies hada through rate 
from pointsin Ohio to western ints, but 
now they are compelled to pay the rate to 
the junction points and thence to the destina- 
tion of their shipments. The sum of these 
two rates is from one-quarter to one-third 
larger than the through rate. The western 
unes and not the eastern lines are blamed for 
this by tne refineries. 

Mr. W. A. Smith, secretary and . treasurer 
of the Eagle Refining company, explains how 
the Standard is benefi by the through 
rates: The Standard,” said he, nas a 
pipe line to Chicago and can pump into the 
latter city 8,000 barrels of oil aday at a cost 
of three cents a barrel. It costs other re- 
tineries 234; cents per barrel to get the oil 
into Chicago, as we are compeiled to pay me 
railroad companies that much freight. . The 
rate from Chi to the destination is, of 
course, all the treight the Standard is com- 
pelled to pay, while we must pay that 
same rate in addition to the rate to 
Chicago. For instance, the rate to. East 
St. Louis 1s 1744 cents. The Standard pumps 
oil into Chicago and s rate of 5 cents 
from there to St. Louis. The eastern lines 
are powerless to act, the western lines being 
wholly to blame. I think that the Standard 
has reached some understand with the 
managers of the western roads. I claim that 
it is a discrimination. Under the third sec- 
tion of the interstate commerce law it is a 
discrimination to make through rates on one 
commodity and refuse todos0 on another, 
and that is our case exactly.” .

FRANKELIN’S STRUGGLE FOR LIBERTY,

The 
sheriff hesitated to shoot the man, believing 
he could handle him without killin him. 
Thus the desperate strugggle went on till both 
parties rolled first down one flight of stairs, 
then down another. By this time Frankiin 
had fainted from his injuries and loss of 
blood.

e Present to Ship Corn to 
New York on Orders—Cleveland Vessel- 


men Figaring with the Union Dry Dock 


Steamships on the Model of the Amer- 
jea—Ore Freichts Going Upward at a 
Rapid Pace. : 
The tactics pf the Erie Canal Forwarding as- 
sociation have changed of late, when it has been 
found the railroads were getting the better of 
the canal. Contracts to take grain at present 
rates for some time to come are now being of- 
fered, but generaily deciined by Chicago ship- 
pers. The latter believe that unless the volume 
of business increases greatly the canal rates 
must be redueed before long. All the corn now 
being shipped from here to New York is either 


on old orders or speculation. The freight rates 


make it impossible to sell on orders in New York. 

Buffalo papers made considerable fuss some 
days ago over a statement by THE TRIBUNE that 
the conditions then existing in the grain trade 
were unfavorable to the Erie canal. All of this 
was denied with a good deal of gusto until it 
was seen last week that the railroads were car- 
rying grain from Buffalo largely in excess of 
canal shipments. It had only been proved 
again that at anything like even rates the rail- 
roads will do the major part of the traffic 
when the movement of grain is not heavy. The 
pest thing for the canal combine to do in the 
present emergency is to put down canal rates to 
@ point that will bring the business and keep the 
boats moving instead of having to lie a dozen 
deep at the docks waiting for loads at exorbi- 
tant figures. 

The through lake-and-rail rate on corn to 
Boston points, which had been advanced to 11½ 
cents a bushel. will today-go back to 11% cents. 
It was seen that shippers from western points 
(technically 110 per cent points) were shipping 
by rail direct on a through basis, and by saving 
8cents a Dushel, local charges and marine in- 
surance, were doing a shade better by all rail 
than by lake and rail. Little stuff was taken at 
the advance.

FIVE YEARS’ STEADY WORK SHOULD DIG 
THE DITCH, 


The drainage preety veer the course of 
their decision on boundaries: Tue shortest 
“time within which the works contemplated 
in this case can be compietea and in opera- 
* tion is ten years. In all probability fifteen 
“years would be nearer the trutn.“ This 
will be not agreeable reading either to those 
Chicagoans or those people in the valley 
who looked for speedy relief from the evils 
from which they have suffered for many 
years. It is probable the judges thought en- 
gineering was as subject to delays as a law- 


‘suit, as if nothing could be done by the en- 


gineers before it had been passed on by cir- 
cuit, appellate, and supreme courts. In re- 
ality there seems no reason why the work 
should not be done during the term of office 
of the first trustees. Should they be chosen 
in April they will serve for five years and a 
half. Six months may be consumed in get- 
ting from the supreme court an opinion as to 
the law. The rest of the time should be de- 
voted to the active work of extracting rock 
and clay. 

The jobof cutting the drainage channel 
naturally splits up into four parts. The first 
and most important of these is the rock cut, 
which will be between nine and ten miles in 
length. The southern terminus, near Lock- 
port, is known; the northern begins at the 
mouth of the canal. The dimensions of the 
cut to be made through the rock are fixed by 
the law. Speaking in round figures they re. 
quire the removal of about a million cubic 
yards of stone to the mile. The length of 
time it will take to do this amount of re- 
moval depends on the way the trustees go at 
it. If they divide it up into long sections 
and the contractors work their men but eight 
hours aday no doubt it will drag out a dozen 
or more years; but if, having abundant 
money, they divide it into short sections and 
make the contractors work two “shifts” of 
men instead of one, thus getting sixteen 
bours’ work a day, they can get through within 
five years or six years. For as the channel 
through the rock will not follow the bed of 
the Desplaines, but pursue its own individual 
course down the Desplaines valley, the con- 
tractors will always have dry cutting inde- 
pendent of the Skokie cutoffs and “storm 
waters.“ A dike will keep the waters of 
the Desplaines out of the new cut during the 
flood seasons. Nothing but rain or severe 
blizzards need check the progress of the 
work, which can practically be carried on 
during twelve months of the year. Are 
lights will enable the contractors to work at 
night as wellasin the daytime. The rapid- 
ity with which stone can be taken out in 
these days of improved steam drills and 
dynamite machinery is unknown to those 
who are acquainted with tne slow, toilsome 
methods of twenty years ago. 

The second partis the clay cutting, which 
consists merelyin the enlargement of the 
present canal from Bridgeport to the point 
where it is decided to leave it and take in 
the valley of the Desplaines. This is simply 
a matter of dredges. There is abundant 
water to float them, and as many can be set 
to going as are needful. This section of a 
dozen or more miles can be finished long be- 
fore the stone cut is made. The same re- 
mark is also true of the third part of the 
work, which will consist in making the con- 
nection between the enlarged canal and the“ 
northern end of the rock cut, crossing the 
present bed of the Desplaines. This may be 
part dredging and part stone cutting, or it is 
possible most of the stone will be found only 
in the form of bowiders. The completion of 
this section must await that of the rock cut, 
but can follow close on its heels. 

Last of all there remain the widening in 
spots and dredging necessary to be done in 
the south pranch to increase its capacity for 
carrying water. This work can be begun at 
once and carried forward as fast as circum- 
stances will permit. It need not occupy much 
time or cost much money. 

Thus it will be seen there will be no trouble 
in finishing the work in five or six years 
from the time the trustees are able to settle 
down to business if the men chosen to take 
charge of the business are active, energetic, 
and anxious to win the applause of the pub- 
lic. They will have abundant money to be- 
gin operations alt along the tine, and they 
can do much more with it if they spend it 
liberally for five years than if they let it out 
in driblets during ten or fifteen. 

But even though the channel should be in 
working order five years hence there is still 
something which the city should attend to in 
the meanwhile.’ It should put to work pumps at 
Summit or the Ogden dam, or both places, 
which shall throw 50,000 or 60,000 cubic feet of 
water a minute into the Desplaines, thus doub- 
ling the quantity now taken out of the river. 
This will greatly improve the quality of the 
water in the south branch and main river and 
at the same time be a blessing to the people 
down the vailey, who will get sewage which 
will be diluted twice as much as at present and 
not a quarter as offensive. As it will take time 
and money to get the necessary machinery 
the sooner Mayor Cregier drops his decapita- 
tion hunt after Republican officeholders sus-

portant sanitary matter the better. If he re- 
fuses to act some alderman more awake to 
the interests of the city will have to look 
after it for bim.

HARRISON AND THE CLEVELAND BOUR- 
BONS. 


Puck has become one of the most purblind, 
unreasoning bourbon gapers in the country, 
and on its editorial page caricatures truth 
and facts just as it distorts faces and forms 
in its cartoons. It is often difficult to dis- 
cover any resemblance whatever to the trutn. 
For instance in its last issue it says: 

But what can the most earnest Republican say 


United States? He has been seven months in 
office, and «all that he has done in those seven 
months is to turn out Democratic officials—re- 
gardless of their integrity, industry, intelligence, 
or fitness for office—and appoint Republicans in 
their places, at the dictation of his party leaders. 
This is his whole record for seven months of bis 
four years term. He has performed no one act 
of statesmanship; he has sugepeted to the nation 
no single idea o progress: é has done nothing, 
absolutely nothing, beyond obeying his party 
and family leaders in turning Democrats out of 
office and finding employment for ag im bliqans. 
Yes, he has done one th else. He has made 
frequent and bitter complaints of the hard work 
of ordering discharges of Democrats and signing 
commissions of Republicans. At least, he has 
complained of being overworked. And this is all 
the work that he has done.“ 


With the country tranquil and prosperous 
and no callanywhere for unusual action by 
the executive branch of the government 
there would seem to be littie opportunity at 
present for the President to perform any 
novel or startling “acts of statesmanship’’ 
during the vacation of Congress. Nor since 
the President is not expected to send commu- 
nications to the press or present his views to 
public meetings is it likely he will suggest 
ideas of progress” until the time comes for 
him to transmit his first message to Con- 
gress. When he has any important policies 
to propose he will do so at the proper time 
and in his communications to Congress. 

Astor “turning out Democratic officials ” 
that is one of the purposes for which he was 
elected, and there is considerable well found- 
ed complaint among Republicans that he 
is too slow aboutit.

Harrison 
never pleaged himself to retain Cleveland’s | 
sectional, state right, bourbon officeholders, 
who had squeezed out honest, efficient Re- 
publicans. Unlike Cleveland, Gen. Harrison 
kept his hands free and did not hamper him- 
self with hypocritical campaign pledges, but 
he is nevertheless slow in making changes. 
He is keeping altogether too many state 
sovereignty, anti-national Democrats in of- 
fice, 

Puck's fatwitted idea seems to be that Har- 
rison was bound to keep Cleveland’s bour- 
bons in office and thereby ratify and approve 
the acts of his Democratic predecessor. Ac- 
cording to Puck Harrison’s duty is to pre- 
serve and continue Clevelandism in the ad- 
ministration of the national government. He 
is expected to retain bourbons in office who 
pashed out good Republicans, thereby admit- 
ting not only that Cleveland did righ. in 
appointing them but also in ousting 
their national Republican predecessors. Mug- 
wump sentimentalism reaches its limit when 
Harrison is asked to permit his partisan 
Democratic enemies to enjoy the honors and 
rewards of his administration, and, by fail- 
ing to undo the removal work of Cleveland, 
actually ratify and give approval to the be- 
heading of tens of thousands who belonged 
to his own union party and whose only of- 
fense was that they were nationalists and 
Republicans. The people did not elect Harri- 
son for any such purpose. In ousting Cleve- 
land they expected to change the adminis- 
tration and have Grover’s appointments also 
changed.

THE EIGHTY-SEVENTH STREET DIAGONAL 
SCHEME, 


The original proposition to fix the southern 
boundary of the drainage district at Eighty- 
seventh street was undoubtedly prompted by 
a syndicate which wanted the trustees to 
make a harbor at Cheltenham and to cut a 
ditch from there northwestward to the canal 
or the river at the public cost of many mill- 
ions, but for private benefit, for the ostensi- 
bie purpose of supplying the main channel 
with the necessary amount of water, which, 
it was argued, could rot 5 forced through 
the south branch. Tut commissioners 
showed the damage of t ss lots cut to 
property interests, and pointed out it would 
cost millions. Nevertheless they left in the 
district the territory without the inclusion 
of which this scheme was doomed. It does 
not follow, however, that the taxpayers are 
to be saddiea with the cost of building this 
harbor and canal for private parties. It 
rests with themselves, 

The Skokie cutoff stood on a difterent foot- 
ing from this Hyde Pa-k-Lake project. If 
the former was to be carried out at all it 
would have to be before the main channel 
was cut. It would therefore have been the 
first thing the trustees might have tackled 
and squandered millions on had Evanston 
been included. But no one has any idea an 
attempt will be made to run a ditch diagonally 
northwestward from Eighty-seventh street 
until after the main channel has been cut. 
Under no circumstances can there be any 
pretended need of it till then. Till the rock 
cut has been made and the south branch 
deepened and widened it will be impossible 
to say how much more water will be needed. 

Before work can begin on this visionary 
canal the term of office of the first set of 
trustees will have expired, and the people, 


when they come to elect thelr successors, 
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bark on this rotten private snap“ Chelten- 
ham scheme, will doubtless vote in favor of 
the incorporation of the drainage district 
and will attend to the cross lots ditch when 
it comes up for consideration. 


MURDER, FOUL AND BRUTAL. 
A day or two ago,as we learn from the 
Atlanta Constitution, Georgia celebrated the 


‘seventh lynching of a negro within her 


boundaries during the présent year with 
great éclat. The locality was Jesup and the 
victim was William Moore, a negro train 
hand on the Savannah, Florida & Western 
railroad. While his train was at Jesup on 
its regular trip William had some words with 
a white man there, and being in an incensed 
frame of mind he threw a stone at him and 
hit a spectator. His offense was a matter of 
frequent occurrence, reprehensible as it may 
be, and it apparently made little impression on 
Williams’ mina that he had committed an act 
that would cost his life. Had he anticipated 
what was to happen of course he would not 
have feturned to Jesup. When the train 
came back towards night the citizens of 
Jesup were awaiting him, took him off the 
train, hanged him to the nearest tree, and 
then returned to their homes satisfied that 
there was one less “ nigger” in the sover- 
eign state of Georgia and delighted with 
their day’s work. 

Lestsome doughface may say this is an 
unfair or perverted statement of the case we 
quote the account from that stanch southern 
Democratic organ, the Atlanta Constitution, of 
Oct. 11: 


Wayoross, Ga.. Oct. 10.—[Special to Atlanta 
Constitution (Dem. ). IA private telegram was 
received here this evening from Jesup stating 
that Bill Moore, a negro train hand on the Sa- 
vanoah, Florida & Western road, was killed by 
a posse of citizens there early this morning. The 
sa given to your correspondent are as 

lows: 

Moore has been running as train hand on train 
No. 783 and 74 from Savannah to Waycross. 
While at Jesup yesterday he had some words 
with a citizen there, and as the train pulled out 
he rocked. and hit an unconcerned party that 
was standing near by. [Threw a stone and hit 
the wrong man.] On returning on his regular 
run, leaving here at 4 o'clock, a posse waited for 
his arrival, and, taking him off the train, made 

bort work of him. Moore is well known pore 

y the traveling public. as he was formerly 3 
porter at the Commercial hotel of this city. He 
always bore a good reputation. His remains 
will be sent here. 


There is nothing in the dispatches as pub 
lished either in the northern or southern 
newspapers that indicates Moore began the 
quarrel with the white manor that he was 
in the wrong in the quarrel, We are not in- 
formed that the spectator who was hit was 
seriously hurt. Weare informed, however. 
on good Democratic authority that Moore 
was ordinarily quiet and peaceable, and that 
he was a man of good character. The pre- 
sumption, therefore, is that he did not begin 
the quarrel, and that he was incited to 
throw the stone by his opponent. It was 
wrong of course for him to cast stones, but 
if he were Wrongin that what term can be 
applied to the miscreants who murdered him 
for an everyday offense where men and boys 
quarrel, and which in the north would have 

simply as a misdemeanor?

O, yes, 
it will. We speak thus confidently because 
more than eighty negroes are known to 
have been Murdered by lynch law in 
the cotton south since last January (and 
several more who are supposed to have been), 
and of these twenty-two have been murdered 
upon slight provocation. In five cases no 
offense was alleged beyond dislike of negroes. 
Four cases were for assault. Three were 
murdered upon mere suspicion and two were 
afterwards found to be innocent persons. 
One was murdered for jilting a girl, one for 
defendmg his home against assault, one little 
girl for no offense whatever, one for coloniz- 
ing negroes, one for turning state’s evidence, 


two for petty thefts, one for political expres- 


sions, one for gambling, one for quarreling, 
one for living with a white woman, and one 
for threatening arson. These are well known 
cases which we can locate by name and 
place if necessary, and the News and Courier 
knows as well as THz Trisunzs that numer- 
ous other negroes were murdered last spring 
in Mississippi and Louisiana for no offense 
justifying any serious punishment. In not 
one of these cases has one of the white scoun- 
drels engaged been punished or even appre- 
hended, though all are well known. For this 
reason weare confident the murderers of 
Moore never will be punished. Murder of 
this kind has come to be an almost everyday 
affair, When is this sort of savagery to be 


stopped? —_ 


WILL PRESIDENT ELIOT TELL THE WHOLE 
TRUTH? 

President Eliot’s candor in announcing 
his conversion to bourbon and free trade 
Democracy ought to carry him one step far- 
ther. Let him estate that in advocating free 
trade to cheapen goods he means that this is 
to be done at the cost of any necessary re- 
duction in the wages of labor. President 
Eliot teaches free trade doctrine to the young 
men at Harvard, but he does not tell them 
that a manufacturer who pays a third more 
than acompetitor for the production of an 
article can sell it at the same price. The 
free traders bave the right to claim that they 
can benefit workmen by cheapening goods, 
but they must also tell them frankly that 
wages must go down in about the same pro- 
portion. When manufacturers are forced 
to reduce their prices so as to meet 


unrestrained British competition they 


must cut wages in the same ratio. 
Before the free trade issue can be discussed 
or passed upon intelligently workmen must 
understand that while it means cheaper 
goods it means also cheaper wages to the 
men who make them, and consequently a re- 
duced wage rate throughout the community. 
This latter fact the Democratic free trade 
politicians are trying to hide. They do not 
claim openly, but oy half statement and im- 
plication, that when goods are cheapened 
wages are to remain high. This is deception 
and trickery and amounts to an attempt to get 
votes by false pretenses. While Tun Tars- 
UNE recognizes the right of the free traders 
to use the cheap goods doctrine for all it is 
worth. it is determined to have both sides of 
the question stated, and insists that Presi- 
dent Eliot or some other truth respecting 
free trader shall put it before workmen just 
as it ig presented to young men at Harvard.

Chicago Rapid Transit 8 Ordi- 
nance to Be Recommended for Passage. 
After over a year of patient work the pro- 

jectors of the ordinance giving to the Chi- 
cago Rapid Transit company the franchise 
for an elevated railroad on the west side was 
recommended by the council committee on 
streets and aileys yesterday with but -little 
opposition. 

The ordinance gives the company a charter 
for twenty-five years to run from the east 
line of Market street, near Washington, 
westeriy over sixty-six feet in width, to be 
acquired by purchase, to the river, thence 
across the river on a double road way steam 
swing bridge to be built by the company. 
with a wagon roadway beneath, thence from 
the river northwesterly and westerly to 
Randolph street, near Halsted; thence west 
over Randolph street to Bryan place; thence 
to Ogden avenue, near Leavitt; thence 
branching off to avoid Ogden avenue to 
California avenue; thence southwesterly 


over Ogden avenue to Crawford avenue. The 


ordinance then describes the nature of the 
construction and provides for a head room 
of at least sixteen feet and stipulates that 
the plans of the structure shall be approved 
by the board of public works or the city 
the work shail be com- 


menced. 

When this point was reached Ald. Hartis 
began to stow his opposition.

/ sioners but by the city council as weil, His
